Court of the United States this after- 
noon handed down its long-delayed 
decision in the Minnesota rate case, 
unanimously sustaining State regu- 
lation of railroad rates per se. 

It ts a sweeping victory for the 
State rights doctrine in the matter 
of fixing maximum freight and pas- 
senger charges. 

Ever since the Federal rate regu- 
lation law of 1906, known as the 
Hepburn-Dolliver act, went into effect, 
controversy has raged over the ques- 
tion of whether regulation of intra- 
state rates by the States was not an 
interference with interstate com- 
meree, control of which the Consti- 
tution vests in Congress, It has been 
by far the most important issue 
raised since the general the ot of 


rate regulation assumed t 
which the act of 1906 gave to’ it. 
The Supreme Court holds that un- 
| til Congress takes action looking to 
the establishment of unified control 
over interstate and intrastate rates, 
practically the only question to con- 
sider with respect to regulation laws 
enacted by a State is

is indicated from the language of the 
opinion which Justice Hughes de- 
livered for the court today. But in- 
asmuch as Congress has not sought 
to do this, the several States are 
free to regulate traffic within théir 
own boundaries. 

» DECISION A SURPRISE. 
The decision was a great surprise.

The cold wave has now reached as 
far south as Atlanta, Ga., where tem- 
perature of 58 deg. above with cold 
rain was recorded last night. In all 


the Eastern States, temperatures of 
40 to 654 deg. above prevailed last 
night but rose slightly today. In Chi- 
cago, the minimum last night was 47 
deg. but it rose to 61 deg. today. 
Cleveland, O., with a mintmum of 40 
deg. and a m um of 62 deg., may 
be taken as typical of the, Great 
Lakes region in that direction. It is 
colder in the Great Lakes region and 
in the eastern group of States than it 
is in Canada. In nearly all the Middle 
Western and Eastern States a stig 
breeze from the southeast at an aver- 
age of eighteen miles an hour pre- 
vails. 

Much alarm is felt in the Michigan 
fruit belt and the great fruit flelds 
in Middle New York. Frost is pre- 
dicted for tonight in Michigan. Re- 
ports from Lower Michigan points 
indicate heavy damage to fruit crops 
in the last two days. In many sec- 
tions the thermometer registered 40 
deg. above Sunday night. In Kalama- 
too county, asparagus and lettuce beds 
were utterly ruined and the potato 
plants seriously damaged. Kent county 
reports frost on lowlands, affecting 
corn, tomatoes, lettuce and other 
crops. Jackson, Thumb and Saginaw 
Valley district*also report much dam- 
age. Experienced fruit growers say 
the real extent of damage to the trees 
and shrubs cannot be estimated un- 
tll after a day of warm weather. 

Two fishermen who had deen 
marooned on a pier two miles out 
since Saturday were rescued today 
by the life-saving crew. They had 
found refuge in a small lighthouse but 
were suffering from hunger, exposure 
and the effect of being lashed for 
hours by angry seas. Exploration of 
the quays and piers disclose the fact 
that many fine private yachts were 
either sunk or badly damaged by the 
storms which have prevailed since 
Saturday morning. The tempera- 
tue rose slowly today and there 
is promise of further relief tomorrow. 
Trees, shrubs and flowers in the parks 
here are fully a month behind in de- 
velopment because of the continued 
cold weather. Farmers also complain 
that the wuneseasonable weather has 
done great damage. The cold, wet 
weather has produced deadly fungus 
growth on the trees and they fear it 
will also spread to the grape vines. 
Some idea of the intensity of the 
cold may be had from the announce- 
ment that in several cities baseball 
games have been cancelled for this 
reason—and this in the month of 
June.

Light snow fell in Montreal, while 
the temperature dropped thirty-five 
degrees in portions not exposed to the 
wind, according to the Weather Bu- 
reau reports. 

Frosts also were reported from 
Northern New England, Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Michigan and Wisconsin. It was 
the coldest June day since the famous 
cold wave of 1907, when the temper- 
ature seddenly dropped to 41 deg.

SAN FRANCISCO BUREAU OF 
THE TIMES, June 9.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The war cloud which two 
weeks ago broke over the Mexican 
Gold and Silver Mining Company's 
properties on the Comstock resulted 
today in the filing of two libel suits. 

W. H. Moise and Julius H. Berg- 
hauser, members of the San Fran- 
cisco Stock Exchange, bring the ac- 
tions. Each asks $25,000 damages 
from the Mexican Gold and Silver 
Mining Company, H. 8. Slosson, Jr., 
W. C. Ralston, G. E. Arrowsmith, John 
Landers and Whitman Symmes. 

It is charged in each complaint that 
Symmes prepared a report on May 
31, last, which was circulated among 
the clients of the brokers and four 
other brokers, wherein all six are 
called crooks. 

The report was headed: “Being a 
brief statement of the situation on 
the Comstock; the methods of min- 
ing for assessments and the intentional 
mismanagement of the middie and 
northern end mines by a clique of six 
crooked‘ brokers, composed of A. F. 
Coffin, Herman Zadig, B. F. Shaw, 
J. H. Burghauser, W. B. Brannan and 
W. H. Moise.” 

The body of the report appeals to 
the stockholders and others inter- 
ested in the properties to “deal with 
honest brokers instead of with crooks.” 

Symmes is superintendent of the 
Mexican company and for a year was 
superintendent of the United Com- 
stock Pumping Association, from 
which he was ousted by the brokers 
named. 

Symmes is accused of calling the 
plaintiffe “managers of a crooked 
game.” Continuing, Symmes says: 
“I never flinched in the face of 
obstacles continually put in my way 
by the crooked clique on their threats 
against my life, but when they ordered 
me to do things dishonest, I repeat- 
them

continued. No concern that is unable

In compliance with the govern- 
ment’s petition, the company, accord- 
ing to Mr. Eastman, intends hereaf- 
ter to operate its various retail stock 
houses under its own name and add 
ite mame to their stationery and ad- 
vertising matter.

NEW YORK, June 9.—Testimony 
by Judge Elbert H. Gary, chairman 
of the United States Stee! Corpora- 
tion, that the corporation had turned 
over to the government “all its rec- 
ords” was stricken out today in the 
suit to dissolve the corporation as an 
illegal combination. The testimony 
had to do with minutes of the Carne- 
sie Steel Company, upon which Ju 
Gary was being cross-examined. * 
| “I suppose you have these minutes 
because when you asked me or some 
one else for all records, we turned 
over everything to you without even 
looking at it.“ said Judge Gary. 

At this Judge Jacob M. Dickinson, 
attorney for the government, threw 
up his hands as if in surprise. 

“I don’t want to get into a discus- 
sion with you on that subject,” he 


“I would suggest.” said R. V. 
Lindabury, attorney for the corpora- 
tion, “that the remark of the witness 
be stricken from the record.” 

“Yes, strike it from the record,“ 
said Judge Gary. 

The subject was then dropped and 
efforts to learn the reason for the 
action were unavailing. The minutes 
in question indicated that at various 
times during the early history of the 
corporation, directors of the Carnegie 
Steel Company, a subsidiary, had ad- 
vised that the company buy pig iron 
in order to sustain its price and pre- 
vent demoralization in the prices of 
finished steel products. 

Judge Dickinson wanted to know 
whether the witness considered such 
action in accord with the corporation's 
“policy of fostering competition,” 
which Judge Gary had testified had 
been pursued since its organization. 

“The opinions of the boards of 
subsidiary committees,” replied the 
witness, “did not have any weight or 
effect except perhaps as to the indi- 
vidual action of the officers of those 
companies at times when, as in the 
early “years, sometimes they did act 
without the knowledge of the United 
States Steel Corporation officials. It 
has been stated here in the testimony 
that In earlier years there was some 
disagreement between myself and some 
other officials of the corporation con- 
cerning certain questions of policy. 
That grew out of the fact that Mr. 
Schwab and Mr. Corey (former presi- 
dents of the corporation.) had been 
brought up in the steel business un- 
der different circumstances and had 
notions which were not In accordance 
with the known notions of those who 
controlled the United States Steel 
Co n. I certainly have no in- 
tention of trying to say anything per- 
sonal concerning any of these men, 
but I want it distinctly understood 
that these notions expressed by those 
gentlemen in those days, are not and 
never were the views of those who 
controlled the policies of the United 
States Steel Corporation.” 

“But you took no steps, did you, 
to find out from examination of the 
minutes of the subordinate companies 
what they were actually doing?“ 
asked Mr. Dickinson. 

“Well,” replied Mr. Gary, “I did 
not know in those years that they kept 
thie kind of minutes.” 

“The fact is, you did not know 
what they were doing, as shown in 
the minutes, did you? 

“Not all in the beginning. It was 
because some of these things would 
occasionally crop — 
ing perhaps about 1 " gan tak- 
ing very active steps to eradicate 
everything I believed wrong and not 
in accordance with what were the de- 
termined policies of the steel corpo- 
ration from the beginning.” 

The hearing was adjourned until 
Wednesday.

SACRAMENTO, June 9.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Lillian Belle Haskell, 
charged with the murder of Frank I. 
Fischer, who is now on trial for the 
second time, it is understood, was to- 
day given an opportunity by the Dis- 
trict Attorney to plead guilty to man- 
slaughter and take a sentence of 
three years in the penitentiary. 

The attorney representing Mrs. 
Haskell said that she refused to plead 
guilty to manslaughter or any other 
charge and that the case would be 
fought to the end. 

When Mrs. Haskell was brought in- 
to court this morning she was dry- 
eyed and composed, and no indications 
of the hysteria which several times 
seized her during the former trial 
was evidenced. 

Only once during the day did Mrs. 
Haskell show signs of emotion. Just 
before the court was convened Mrs. 
R. C. Reeves, mother of the accused 
woman, left her seat beside other 
witnesses and going over to where her 
daughter sat, leaned across the back 
of her chair and kissed her and whis- 
pered words of encouragement to her. 

Attorneys for the defense, in ques- 
tioning the venire of fifty, indicated 
that at this trial, as at the first trial, 
the defense will set up a plea that 
at the time Mrs. Haskell shot Fischer 
she was temporarily insane, and that 
the insanity was produced by the 
treatment to which Fischer subjected 
the woman. 

Dist.-Atty. Wachhorst in the ques- 
tions propounded to the prospective 
jurors. indicated that the prosecution 
proposes to show that the shooting 
was premeditated, that Mra. Haskell 
was mentally responsible at the time 
she shot, and that the crime com- 
mitted is murder in the first degree.

HE BIG DITCH 
IS NOT ALL. 


THERE IS MORE AT PANAMA TO 
BE INTERESTED IN. 


A Sea Wall on Which Eleven Mil- 
lion Dollars Was Spent; a Cathedral 
Roofed With Mother of Pearl. 
Curious Minerals and Pearls to Be 
Picked Up. 


{Correspondence of the Washington 
Star:] That ditch isn’t the only thing 
in Panama—not by a canal site! 

There is a seawall that cost some 
optimistic king $11,000,000, but you 
will have to step out of the isthmus 
into history to learn his name. The 
natives cannot understand you, and 
the Americans do not know. 

And there is a cathedral roofed 
with mother-of-pearl that echoes to 
the prayers of three centuries. It 
makes a dandy post card, with earth 
shaken crevices for weeds to crawl 
through and the palm-shaded plaza 
beyond. But just you try to;get at 
the record of this monument of Spain's 
supremacy in the new world and un- 
less you are extra lucky you will go 
back to the Hotel Tivoli as wise as 
when you started. 

THE PADRE WHO “DREAMED.” 


There is that other church of “the 
flat arch” for modern architects to 
marvel over, but you may not hope 
to know more of its bullding than the 
story of the padre who “dreamed” 
the arch and who risked his life un- 
der it while the stones were bein 
placgd. This side of the jungle ther 
is a lone tower—all that is left of 
the oldest cathedral of oldest Panama 
—that has stood guard all these cen- 
turies over the ruins of other churches, 
homes, convents, schools and forts and 
over the dust of the ancient people 
whom Morgan put to flame and sword. 
Its principal mission these days is to 
furnish cards and snapshots for tour- 
ists who apparently never heard of 
the swoop down of the British buc- 
caneer. 

There is Balboa Hill, climbed by 
the bravest and best of the Conquista- 
dores, who got the first civilized 
glimpse of “The Great South Sea.“ 
There are curious cemeteries whose 
inscriptions spell the history of Spain's 
dominion when her flag had the right 
of way on two oceans and along ll 
the coast land that stood for the Span- 
ish Main. And there is the tumble of 
the Cordilleras against the sky line; 
the shadowy green of palms, the 
gorgeousness of songless birds, the sil- 
ver-blue of Panama Bay, billowing 
out to silver-blue ocean, and always 
the soft voice, the low laughter and 
the picturesque queerness of the na- 
tive Panaman. 

A PLEABURE-LOVING INNOCENT. 

If yon know him well enough he is 
a pleasure-loving innocent; torpid in 
the sun-baking noon, so much quick- 
silver in the breezy twilight, and, 
when he isn't fearing what the white 
Yankee will do to him, quite the live- 
liest little human on the map. The 
native is a garrulous soul, but these 
days there is a furtive curiosity in 
his eyes. He is waiting to see what 
will happen. He looks at the canal. 
And he looks at his bamboo-thatched 
shack and his banana patch. He re- 
members what the United States did 
to the mosquitoes. And to the leath- 
ery green folds of Chagres scum. And 
he wonders. And, maybe, he fears. 

The tourist who skips down to see 
the canal before it takes to drink will 
get his glimpse of these survivals of 
a rule forever past, but the historic 
traditions and romance that make of 
each an epic, a melodrama or a fairy 
tale—for a story goes with everything 
in Spain—will be a closed page with 
the bock thrown away. And when he 
skips back to Colon next day to catch 
his ship he makes believe he has 
seen Panama. But that, of course, 
is a joke. Way up in his soul where 
the truth lives he knows better. 

AMERICAN TALKS YOU DIZZY. 

The American? Oh, the American 
will talk you dizzy about locks, gates, 
sluices and every other what not about 
canal digging. That's all. He is work- 
ing his levelest best to do his share 
and then clear out for home. He tells 
you that the old United States is good 
enough for him. And he says it with 
the air of one who waves a flag to 
the tune of “The Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner.” But, all the same, he is hav- 
ing a bully time, in his mosquito- 
barred house, if he is married—with 
plenty of ice, a cheap laundry, a hos- 
pital that looks like the frontispiece 
to paradise, and, if he should die, a 
breezy hill of flowers and grass: 
tombstones, as white and cute as can 
be, with good company all around him 
and the ocean below. If he is single 
he gets all the luxuries of the Hotel 


forgetting the most sparkling, thirst- 
quenching water he ever tasted in his 
life. The American is a fine fellow, 
all right, but he doesn’t know beans 
about Panama. And he doesn’t care. 
WHAT PANAMA STANDS FOR. 


You have got to stay more than the 
one excursion day and night to get 
even an idea of what Panama stands 
for. To be able to bring away with 
you a memory of how the sun flashes 
on the cathedral roof, turns its pearl 
to every color in the rainbow, and of 
the shovel-hatted old padre, who 
would look out of keeping with sound 
walls and fresh paint, you want to 
recall the silvery silence of the old 
sea wall when the moon shines a sil- 
ver highway across the silver bay to 
the silver blanket that is the Pacific 
Ocean. You want to remember the 
narrow streets with the overhanging 
balconies and the flower baskets and 
the pretty girls—not bashful beauties, 
like the San Jose maidens on top of 
Central America, where there are no 
flirtatious young American engineers, 
but nice, coquettish little senoritas 
with musical voices that atone for the 
lack of tingling guitars, that one 
some way takes for granted with re-

[Harper's Weekly:] In the Middle 
Ages the average span of human life 


‘| was about 30 years. The average 


among civilized peoples is now about 
40 years. The startling prophecy that 
man would some time only begin to 
understand life at 100 does not seem 
so unreasonable perhaps when we 
consider the span of life allotted to 
vegetables and to other animals. 

There exists at the present time in 
the Island of Ceylon, a tree which 
was planted 288 years before Christ. 
In the suburbs of Athens travelers 
are shown the olive tree of Plato, 
which is 2000 years old. The plant 
tain tree of Hippocrates, the father 
of medicine, is 2300 years old, while 
the giant redwood trees of California 
are estimated to have lived at least 
twenty centuries. Tourists in Hildes- 
heim, Germany, are never allowed to 
pass the famous so-called thousand- 
year rose bush in the grounds of the 
cathedral. 

The list of legendary trees might 
be tindefini@ly extended, and world 
trees include the chestnuts of Etra, the 
walnut trees of St. Nicholas, in Lo- 
rena; the olives of Jerusalem, the 
yew trees of Yorkshire, Eng... which 
are 1000, 2000 and 2600 years old, 
and the cypresses of. Mexico, which 
are considered the oldest trees in the 
world. . 

These figures are taken from the 
data of Dr. Legrand, a well-known 
French naturalist. He also points out 
singular differences in the longevity 
of animals of varying species. The 
crocodile and the carp live, he says, 
300 years, the elephant and the 
whale 200, the falcon 150, the parrot 
and the eagle 100, the lion and the 
rhinoceros 60, the goose, common pike 
and pelican, 50; the hart and vulture, 
40; the ass, bull and camel, 20; the 
horse, 25; the peacock, from 23 to 25; 
the pig, bear, cow, pigeon, cat, dog, 
deer, wolf and the fresh-water lob- 
ster, 20 years; the duck, nightingale, 

rk, fox and pheasant, 15; canary and 
the cricket average 10, the rabbit lives 
8 and the equirrel and hare 7. 

Insects which undergo metomor- 
phosis live usually from one to two 
years, and there are flies whose span 
of life is one day. Nature, it will be 
seen, shows man no special favor or 
disfavor among the animals. The ab- 
sence of epidemics which hag disap- 

at the edict of science, to- 
gether with intelligence in the matter 
of living, the chief cause which is 
favoring and will in the future favor 
man's longevity.
